S R O 314.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 34 of the Reserve 
and Auxiliary Air Forces Act, 1952 (62 of 1952), the Central Government hereby

1. These rules may be called the Reserve and Auxiliary Air Force Act (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1985. 
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2. In the Reserve and Auxiliary Air Forces Act Rules, 1353, for rule 35C. the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“35C Authority to whom reference under section 27 and application under 
section 29 may be made. — The prescribed authority referred to in the 
proviso to sub-section (I) of section 27 and sub-section (3) of section 
29, shall be the chief officer-in-eharge of the revenue administration of 
a district, by whatever designation known, within the local limits of 
whose jurisdiction the person claiming reinstatement was employed 
immediately before he was called up for training or service in aid of 
civil power or Air Force service in India or abroad, under the Act”.
